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COMPILER'S NOTE. 

No originality is claimed for the research of which 
the results are embodied in the following pages. 
It was undertaken at the suggestion of Professor 
Sidney Webb, in view of the recent revival of 
interest in highway problems due to the Develop- 
ment Act of 1909, and is merely a revised and 
considerably enlarged edition of the Bibliography 
compiled by Mr. and Mrs. Webb in 1906. During 
the years 1907-1911 Professor Webb had amassed 
a quantity of notes for incorporation in the second 
edition of the Bibliography ; and I am indebted 
to him not only for these notes, which he trans- 
ferred to me at the beginning of my task, but for 
further notes and valuable suggestions during the 
progress of the work. 

At an early stage in the work, it became evident 
that a complete record of the Uterature of British 
and Irish roads would be undesirably bulky. It 
was therefore decided to omit certain classes of 
documents, viz. : 

(i) The Ordnance Survey maps, official cata- 
logues of which are available. 
(2) Guide-books not intended primarily for 
travellers by road, and published after 
1850. 
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(3) Local Acts of Parliament relating to turn- 

pike roads, bridges, and streets. For 
those issued between 1800 and 1900 a 
good index has been issued by the Govern- 
ment; while those of earlier date are 
listed, and many given in full, in Danby 
Pickering's edition of the statutes. 

(4) Annual reports of Surveyors and of High- 

way Committees. 
With the exception of these groups, the bibho- 
graphy is as nearly complete as the materials 
within reach would allow. The British Museum 
Catalogues have proved invaluable, especially 
in the historical sections, while that of the Patent 
Office Library has supplied the greater part of 
the section on road construction and repair. In 
addition to the catalogues of these two Ubraries 
and of the British Library of Political Science, 
the following are the principal sovirces which have 
been consulted in the course of the work :

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INTRODUCTION 

The proper attitude of mind towards a biblio- 
graphy is one of simple gratitude. This is especi- 
ally the case if information on the subject is only 
to be found in the unfrequented byeways of 
knowledge. Search for authorities and references 
then becomes dull, laborious and uncertain, and 
any work which facilitates or Ughtens this labour 
of research is assured of welcome. The indebted- 
ness of students of English Local Government to 
the London School of Economics and to the 
zealous workers inspired by the School is already 
great, and Miss Dorothy Ballen has now added 
another modest and useful volume to the long 
list for which students in many departments of 
public administration are truly thankful. 

Roads after being neglected for the greater 
part of a century have suddenly become objects 
of great concern and importance. Public interest 
ih them is keen and general. To what new uses 
can they be put ? How should they now be 
made and maintained ? How should they be 
administered ? How can the needs and con- 
venience of the various groups of road users be 
met and reconciled ? What will be the ultimate 
cost and economic advantage of adapting roads 
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to the requirements of power-driven vehicles ? 
and the inevitable and comprehensive question, 
who should pay are all questions which are eagerly 
discussed at the present time. They present 
problems which are by no means easy to solve, 
but the significant point for my present purpose 
is that these problems are not new, though the 
circumstances which have brought them into 
fresh discussion are of quite recent occurrence. 
Our forefathers were perplexed by problems 
essentially similar to those which have arisen in 
our time ; it is important, therefore, that in our 
consideration of these questions we should not 
■neglect the lessons of the past. If we are to 
reach a true comprehension of the existing situa- 
tion in regard to roads we must study the history 
of roads. No one can hope to understand or 
explain why road administration is what it is if 
they do not know how it has grown up. It is 
only by the light of historical enquiry that its 
peculiarities become intelligible. But until quite 
recently, historical knowledge on the subject was 
rare and information was difficult to trace. It 
was also obscure and uncertain even when traced. 
Before Mr. and Mrs. Sidney Webb compiled a 
small bibliography of roads in 1906, as a prepara- 
tion for their lucid and admirable " Story of the 
King's Highway," published only a few months 
ago, the field which the student of English high- 
ways had to explore was a trackless wilderness. 
Miss Ballen has carried bibliographical research 
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a step further. Her enlarged and complete biblio- 
graphy reveals in fuller detail the great mass of 
literature about roads which has lurked in the 
recesses of libraries, and provides a sectionised 
list of books, pamphlets. Bills, Acts of Parhament, 
and maps which ought to satisfy the needs of the 
most industrious student of the subject. 

Miss Ballen has attempted to classify the con- 
tents of her bibliography under the general 
headings of (i) History and Description ; (2) Ad- 
ministration ; (3) Engineering ; (4) Traffic. But 
road books do not readily lend themselves to 
classification according to modern ideas. Writers 
on roads are a discursive class, and it may be 
useful to warn students in search of references 
that they will not be able safely to omit examina- 
tion of the entries in each group of the classification. 

A mere perusal of Miss Ballen's bibliography 
and of the dates and titles of the books written, 
taking due notice of the dates when books were 
not written, is sufficient to afford a good deal of 
enlightenment. It is not too much to say that 
the evolution of the road can be traced from the 
bibliography. The appearance on the road of 
each new user heralded an outburst of Uterary 
and legislative activity, and created a situation 
similar in principle to that which has been created 
by the motor traffic of to-day. The literature 
of the past, like that of to-day, embodies a pre- 
vailing tone of discontent. Its classification would 
be amongst the lamentations. The road user has 
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always been an impatient and intolerant person 
in speech, though pathetically tolerant and long- 
sufEering in conduct. Few writers come to praise 
either the conditions of the roads or their adminis- 
tration. Yet we have, and, though chary of 
saying it, we know that we have in Great Britain 
a most admirable, highly practical and singularly 
complete system of roads. How did we get it ? 
Who made it ? It is difficult to answer these 
questions. Our roads, speaking generally, were 
not made ; they grew. Hence the need of history 
for comprehension and the value of Miss Ballen's 
bibliography. 

The historical period of roads opened in 1555, 
when the first Highway Act was passed by Par- 
liament. Statute labour by parishioners was then 
established, and this remained substantially the 
sole legal source of public contribution to the 
maintenance of highways for three centuries. 
About the same time wheeled vehicles for pas- 
sengers were introduced, and slowly, but surely, 
the troubles of the road-maker advanced. 

The earliest road user was, no doubt, the 
pedestrian, whether man, sheep, or pig. Then 
followed in due succession private carriages, com- 
mencing as rare novelties in the middle of the 
sixteenth century, and increasing very slowly at 
first and afterwards rapidly. Long waggons were 
introduced after 1564; coaches for the wealthy 
classes in London and other towns from 1580 
onwards ; hackney coaches mainly in towns from 
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the beginning of the seventeenth century ; stage 
coaches from the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. So that it took the greater part of a century 
for travelUng in coaches to extend from the gentry 
to the people. 

The development of travelling by coach soon 
led to fierce discussions and struggles between 
those who wanted roads suitable for coaches and 
people of narrow parochial minds and niggardly 
propensities who objected to the damage done by 
coaches to the soft dirt tracks which alone repre- 
sented roads down to the opening of the nine- 
teenth century. Then came the development of 
turnpike roads, starting with the first turnpike 
gate — erected in 1663 in Hertfordshire — a sig- 
nificant step which led ultimately to the creation 
in England of upwards of 20,000 miles of turnpike 
roads, which in their turn led to the quickening 
of coach travel, culminating^ towards the end of 
the eighteenth century, in mail coaches and the 
services, quite wonderful in their time, which 
these afforded. And now the motor-car has 
appeared, reviving some of the old struggles. 

The bibliography guides us not only through 
the records of the making of roads and the changes 
which have occurred in the character of road 
traffic, but also through the history of the pro- 
longed struggle, not yet ended, between the 
general public who want roads for their use and 
convenience and the owners of land or the owners 
of rateable property who have never, except 

h 
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under coercion, acquiesced in the principle that 
it is their duty to maintain roads to serve national 
requirements. Sir Henry Parnell, in his " Treatise 
on Roads," published in 1833, expresses a hope 
that he may be able " to give a better tone to the 
ideas of those country gentlemen who are but 
trustees of the interest of the pubHc in road con- 
cerns, and encourage them to form a larger and 
more correct conception of their duties and their 
responsibilities." But the country gentlemen 
were stiff. They have always refused either to be 
coaxed or coerced into performing a duty which 
according to their view rested not upon them but 
upon the Government, and the Government have, 
since the earliest times, halted between two 
opinions. They allowed roads to suffer rather 
than take effective steps to secure their proper 
maintenance. 

But this is not the place to discuss the merits 
or the solutions of road problems, and I wiU only 
recommend people interested in those problems 
to take advantage of the mass of material to 
which they can now gain access, without an 
excessive amount of labour, through the com- 
pilation for which we are indebted to the London 
School of Economics and to Miss Dorothy Ballen, 
whose work has been done with a completeness 
which deserves the highest commendation.
